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ADVISORY ACTION 

The following is an Advisory Action in response to the After Final Request for 
Reconsideration filed September 4, 2007. 

In the Remarks Applicant argues that there is no discussion in the references of , 
making any profit function determinations for multiple departments. 

In response to the argument, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The whole point 
of the article, "Profits per square foot for frozen 40-50% higher than grocery: Study," is 
that it compares the profits generated by two grocery store departments: the frozen food 
department and the dry grocery department. Thus the article teaches making profit 
function determinations across at least two grocery store departments. 

Additionally, in response to Applicant's assertion on the bottom of page 1 1 in the 
Remarks that the deficiency in Zoltners noted in the Office Action is not entirely 
consistent with the claimed feature of "determining each profit function from a 
corresponding demand distribution for the spatial allotment of each said department," 
Examiner points out that on page 4 of the Office Action, Examiner discussed where 
Zoltners teaches determining each profit function from a corresponding demand 
distribution. Thus all that Zoltners was lacking was the demand distributions being for 
departments, which is why Examiner introduced the article, "Profits per square foot for 
frozen 40-50% higher than grocery: Study." Accordingly, Examiner respectfully submits 
that the entire limitation was addressed in the Office Action. 

In conclusion, Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but are found 
unpersuasive.
